Two girls found four circles in January in heather atop a 
moor. Without knowing precise locations Mortimer looked, found and 

They are arranged like the figure 4 on a die (a rare but 
not unheard of formation down south), Thu site wub visited on 24 April and 
the "circles* were evidently old. Within ^ach one approximately 15 feet wide 
the heather van dead and some rucks Imd 'scuff marks,! suggested these 
could be what geologists call erratics (boulders moved by glaciation during 
the last ice age retreat). The circles look not unlike those which caused a 
stir on the Black Mountains of Gwent last summer and turned out Lo be man 
made for game bird shouting, CONNECT are checking those things out but at 
present this seems highly unlikely to be a genuine crop circle incident.

Ef For ts to secure these 
in-depth files (which had the best coses - eg over 100 pages on the Aveley 
abduction) Included ti petition of still active UFOIN members but such 
battles became a senseless squabble in UFGXogy's overall context*The files 
were at leu^t still made openly accessible in Nottingham and so left there 
until that group's recent split. Reputed financial offers front America were 
turned down and only IUN deemed worthy Lo possess this historical 
treasure. The records do,of course, belong to all research - after the team 
of investigators who built them up - and not to any one group, so it is sad 
they have been a political football kicked around for a decade, XUN plans 
are unknown but I am re they will do the right thing by them for UFOlogy.

After a fairly disappointing return to UFOlogy P with the re-mlx 
*Confrontations* , our longest standing scientific commentator is back In 
top form with a book that ranks autongst those great titles he produced In 
the sixties and seventies* But this is no aging hippie reminding us of long 
gone days. This is a revitalised UFOlogist offering the first truly 
significant book of the 90 f s.It will be read for decades io come , 

Focusing on his personal field studies beyond close encounters (where 
supposedly remote witnesses have had a brush with some power and suffered 
dire consequences - including death in some instances) It takes us to the 
heart of modern UFOlogy , Whatever aspects we disagree upon (and Vallae is 
peculiarly Un-American In his denial of the ETH; although he does not 
embrace the neo- rationalists of Europe all the way either) most of us 
accept that some powerful and dangerous energy is Jn some cases undeniably 
provoking serious repercussions on people and machinery. Jn this way - by 
isolating the critical clu&s - we are heading ever nearer understanding* 

1 happen not to agree that soma Sort of intelligence may be involved 
($2t hough who can wholly deny the option?) and believe we have not explored 
the natural UAP hypotheses fully enough* I do agree with Vallee that the ETH 
is a failed model and there is a clear rift in UFOlogy between those 
writers saying this (eg Vallee, Spencer, Evans, Roberts £ Clarke and myself as 
examples) and those who are not (ie most of the homebred American UFO 
communi ty). From these divisions and their respective efforts to prove their 
case I think will eventually come more understanding than if we were all 
whispering In bland unison^ although the present level of acrimony J.s 
intense that it threatens to lose these advantages to bitter chaos. 

There are aspects of bailee's book that I am unsure about. FIs 
classification scheme (yes another oriel) seems academic and sidesteps the 
real issue - wtilch is first hand study of the RIGHT cases, as he so 
correctly Insists. HIb treatment (allbeit brief) of the Shelley case from 
Lancashire (with which NUN or 'Abduction' readers will be familiar) relied 
upon a third hand source In some Australian magazine* which given Its 
documentation is worrying* To be fair Jacques has promised to update this in 
future editions. Also a long discussion of two mystery deaths with seeisaf ngly 
little relevance to UFOlogy was possibly a warning of how we might end up 
spreading our net too far. This case* incidentally* reminded me in many ways 
of the Zigmund Adamski story <with a circumtftanial UFO connection)* I have 
been heavily criticised (eg by the magazine NAGNOJA) for discussing this 
issue in depth in two books. I wonder if that magazine's mentor will receive 
similar reprimands for his efforts? Or maybe both of us were right! 

This is a well written, exci ting, thought provoking and Important hook .

hoax but a genuine misidentifitation; although I failed to persuade him. 

Apparently eoon after his Tornado sighting <on 6 August 1389 at 15.40) 
the witness reported helicopters persuing a black object out Lo sea near 
Blackpool Airport* Another 1 impossible* story;yet this time investigation 
proved it was TRUE! It was a display of model helicopters for charity and 
th«i witness must have merely mistook their size and height against the sky.

MERSEY MIXTURE <3> Crises by Margaret Fry

On 7 December I9G9 the Stoke Sentinel reported how a T UFO lighting baffles 
police'. Allegedly officers ah Mow Cop, a hill in this towci near Stoke on 
Trent watched a bright UFO for two hours after Manchester Airport alerted 
them to u target on their radar that Jailed to move*Whilst watching the UFO 
their radio sets went dead. Finally Kidsgrove police chief supei Intendant 
(Peter QrocottJ went to see for himsolf.ile was quoted as saying they did 
nnt know if it wa$ 11 atmospherics or somebody from mars 11 1 They confirmed to 
the Airport that It was not the police chopper. Several residents also 
reported the UFO around 05*00*11 vanished as the sun rose into the 
lightening sky around 07. 00* The Mol) confirmed they would investigate but 
have yest to advise any results* The next day the Sun picked up on the 
matter and reported 'UFO pulls ping on cop radios 1 . It was 5 h aleally a 
rewrite of the local paper story. Obviously, this represented a potentially 
important case which MUFORA tried to rapidly investigate. However, 
Staffordshire police were vary uncooperative giving Peter the runaround 
from station to station, pleading that his r-equust for interviews would have 
to be vetted by a 'higher outherity f . As we waited Peter spoke to both the 
radar operators at the airport and Chris Mason at the CAA- Both stuck to 
their view that the radar blip was anomalous propagation (ie a radar echo) 
of the prominent Mow Cop rock formation T that they had isolated this cause 
on the came night of the event but after first calling Staffordshire 
police to check if their helicopter was flying*It seems that the police 
took the airport ai their Initial word and presumed the radar target had 
remained unexplained, thus leading to their on-site enquiry. After Peter' s 
repeat requests and some months (in March 1990) Chief Grucott finally gave 
permission to interview the two officers most Involved but ho himself 
declined to comment*The officers wish anonymity but were aged in eurly 20's 
and reported that they went to Mow Cop at 0*. 30 and saw the twinkling blue 
white light In the SW sky. They watched it for some 20 minutes find it did 
not move f then they left* Returning at 07.00 it had gone but the sun was 
rising. The PCs* did NOT report any unusual interference problems on their 
radio equipment,The director of Preston observatory was given salient facta 
and confirmed 'with a fair degree of confidence' that the police officer n 
MUST have been viewing the planet Jupiter as they were looking right at it 
whilst it was very bright and yet did not mention the UFO In proximity to 
such a spectacular * star' , hence, it seemed, tht? UFO was thu 1 star'. Clearly a 
combination of clrcurnstmice£ plus a liberal media interpretation turned a 
simple IF0 into a complex multi-witness radar visual with EM effects that 
we urge serious UFO groups to delete from their records. This iti a very 
instructive case,Staffs Police were notified of the MUFORA conclusion,

ANOTHER VITAL CLOSE ENCOUNTER AT TODWQR0EN 

Case 78“269 MUFORA 30 November 197U Todroardei> p West Yorks Randles/Sandbach 

This witness, J, wrote after reading one of my books to briefly describe 
a case which 'still haunts me to this duy J , Her letter was; so in tel li gently 
constructed and restrained despite the story being of greet interest that 
we arranged an interview limnedlately and were not to be disappointed. 

The location was Wnlsden, a small hill community neur Todmorden (which 
shortly afterward Alan Godfrey patrolled a** the village bobby although i 
had then moved south and genuinely did not know of his abduction until much 
later when moving back to Yorkshire).! would walk her whippet dog on the 
dark moors by her cottage - She was constantly alert in this Isolated spot 
as the Infamous Yorkshire Kipper was on the prowl ot the time. Of ten she saw 
satellites, but also countless ‘small lights that moved erratically about 
the sky* - possibly pert of the ear thlight/UAP heritage for which the 
Todmorden ^ B&cup UFO window is so notorious. 
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On 2B November, two years. to the day prior to the Godfrey abduction 
less than 2 miles away, she sow two lights on her walk. They fl*sur side by 
side froiQ the north east around 23. 00, split up and one flew silently south 
towards Manchester, the other west across the haunted moors towards Bacup.lt 
was such a common sight that she barely took much notice, merely watching. 

Then two days later at 16 + 3Q she was with her dog after horse riding 
at a hillside stables as was routine. But for iht* only time the dog 
literally slid to a halt in the middle of frolicking and gazed up-Looking 
upwards herself J saw an incredible object silhouetted against the slopes 
to the west and above them. She admits that if 
the dog had not seen it she would have walked 
right beneath it without noting a thing as it 
was so low and n««r yet totally fallout- J did 
a double take, looked back mid it was still in 
the sky. By now she was transfixed by it. Thu 
object was lens shape and shrouded by a glow 
with a neon blue body inside and three round 
holes she took to be windows- In Interview she 
displayed the absolute owe that Uie sight eii~ 
voked.lt was like a feeling of spiritual one¬ 
ness. J pointed out that she was raised as a Catholic but is not now 
especially religious, but Boeing this left such an ecstatic feeling it was 
just as she would imagine meeting Christ to be-Everything else vanished 
from her consciousness and she and the object were 'joined at the soul*. 

She later tried to rationalise why it did not cast light on the 
ground 1 despite being so Intense and low down. In the centre with the blue 
body and yellow 'windows 1 it was sharp but there was a 1 weird 
greenieh/eilver cloud about it which thinned toward the outer llnLits.It was 
as if the dazzling light of the thing was contained within the haze. 

How came the most bizarre part and the reason why she felt too stupid 
to report tho story to anybody bef ore. She ffel t (rather than heard) a voice 
with words telling her soothingly, 1 do not he afraid 1 ■In a a Instant she 
went from unimaginable terror to calm, peace and almost loving security,! 
says that now she realizes it was almost as If the object were luring or 
hypnotising her (as she was fixated on It). For this reason (and many 
others) after much thought and discussion with MUFQRA she has changed her 
mind after initially asking about hypnotic regression and decided she does 
not want to go through this. She adds; 1 I swear that had something got out of 
the thing and said 'come with me 1 I would have followed like a Lamb. * 

Next came a sensation that all her experience from birth onward was 
being rapidly sampled by the unseen occupants. Note how closely this case 
parallels a near death experience (the G2 factor, bright light, voice, bliss 
end now even the ' life review' >, I am convinced this is by no means a 
coincidence and shows the vitally Important clue that exists within the 
fact that BOTH NDE and UFO CE are altered states of consciousness, possibly 
even the same event with minor variations of interprets!ion. The experience 
ended similarly to an HUE as well, She * knew' the thing wug going* felt 
terribly sad, pleaded with It to stay, but was told she had not been 
hunottdi would be protected and It left, splilLing in two, trailing a shower of 
r.purku like a stone zapped from a catapult* She stood on the moor in tears* 
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Much of the terminology used by this highly Intel! ig«*nt zuid absolutely 
-trustworthy witness is itself fascinating* She says that during the 
encounter she felt 'divorced front jjjyself' and added; 'It was as if it 
drained me - ail my essence went into the UFO+I know this sounds terribly 
subjective but it was as If X was a computer terminal, , + lt gets so 
frustrating visualising it but not being able to put it into words. T Wow 
the expertence " hovers on the border of iuy memory and I know thero more 
that I do not remember.11 is teasing me at the edge of understanding. ‘ 

She concluded^ 'If you wore to lake a walk over the moors and the QEi II 
suddenly materialised in front of you you r d feel what I f^It*Knowing it MAD 
happened but realising It was impossible and you could not, believe it 
yourself uo could never try to tell others. I always believed before this 
that if I sow a UFO X* tj tell Lhe world. ,.but it wasn't like that." 

Roy Sandbach and myself consider this the most important case we have 
investigated in ninny yeara. We arc: certain as we can beoT Its 

authenticity and great significance, There is much more peripheral data of 
invaluable Interest that this will be told in a sequel article next issue.
